Gilbert McQueen 
Taken By Death 

Funeral services for Gilbert Mc¬ 
Queen, aged 80 years, well-known 
old timer of Vulcan, who died in 
Oalgary, Wednesday, Feb. 19, were 
held Sunday at 2:30 p.m. from the 
United church, Rev. O. H. Rollis 
officiating. 

Born at Sbayner, Ont., July 6, 
1866, he came west to Deloraine, 
Man., in 1891, where he was mar¬ 
ried two years later. 

In 1907 the McQueens came to 
Lethbridge where they resided for 
eight years and Mr. McQueen en¬ 
gaged in his trade of blacksmith. 
In 1915 the family located in Vul¬ 
can where Mr. McQueen owned 
his own shop until his retirement 
about 10 years ago. 

He was a member of th^United 
church and of the Vulcan Lodge 
A.F. & A.M. He also received his 
50-year jewel from the I.O.O.F. at 
Christmas time. 

Surviving him are one son, D.

Early Resident, 
Angus Sinclair Dies 


The Berrywater district and 
residents of Vulcan were saddened 
to hear of the sudden death in 
Calgary Saturday of one of the 
earliest settlers and homesteaders 
of the district, Angus Sinclair, at 
the age of 61 years. 

The late Mr. Sinclair was born 
in Ontario and spent his earlier 
years there, coming west to settle 
in the Berrywater district in 1907. 
In ‘1915 he enlisted for service i it' 
the First World War, with the 
13th Canadian Mounted Rifles of 
Medicine Hat, transferring later 
to the Fort Garry Horse and 
serving with this regiment in 
France. On returning from over¬ 
seas he re-engaged in farming and 
laterTor a period was the Massey- 
Harris agent in Vulcan. During 
the Second World War Mr. Sin¬ 
clair was employed in a civilian 
capacity on the Alaska Highway 
at Whitehorse and other Alaskan 
points. Lately he has been employ¬ 
ed as a civilian guard at the Vul¬ 
can airport. 

He leaves to mourn him a sister, 
Mrs. Jack McLean, Calgary and 
another sister in Ontario, also n 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Donald Sin¬ 
clair, Berrywater and a brother- 
in-law, Jim Stein of the Mayviow 
district. There are several neph¬ 
ews and nieces too in this district 
and Calgary. 

Funeral services were held from 
tile Leydon Funeral home, Calgary 
on Tuesday at 2 p.m., with inter¬ 
ment in the Field of Honor in the 
Rurnsland cemetery.

Urge Prov. Govt. 
Pay HaJf 
Education Cost 


At the recent annual meeting 
of ratepayers of the Municipal 
District of Vulcan No. 29 the fol¬ 
lowing resolution was passed: 

“Whereas the cost of education 
is continually rising and the et- 
isting system of raising taxes for 
school purposes is being strained 
to the utmost, and 

Whereas the education of out- 
youth is a matter of national .im¬ 
portance, and 

Whereas certain provinces are 
already bearing 50 per cent or 
more of the cost of education.: 

Therefore be it resolved that the 
ratepayers of the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Vulcan No. 29 at their an- 
ual meeting in Vulcan, Feb. 16, 
1947, urge the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment to bear at least 60 per cent 
of the cost of education in Alberta 
and 50 per cent of the coat of new 
school buildings.”

FOR A BETTER TOWN 


The time is drawing close when the proprietory 
electors of Vulcan must make the most important de¬ 
cision respecting their town that they have ever been 
called upon to make. On Wednesday, March 12th, 
they will be asked to approve bylaws for the issuing of 
debentures in the total amount of $173,000 to finance 
the construction of a water and sewer system in the 
Town of Vulcan. When the votes are counted it will he 
known if Vulcan is as progressive a town as manv 
other towns of similar size in the province, towns which 
have already installed or have voted to install a water 
and sewer system. 

Progress cannot lie made without effort, and much 
effort and time have already been expended in reaching 
this point. There havmbeen reams of correspondence 
1 between Vulcan and FJamontofi,«*A e by’sw* have been 
subject to many revisions and changes, but in their 
final form they have been approved in every detail by 
the provincial government departments. 

The engineers’ survey has been made and plans 
and specifications drawn up. There is assurance that 
the Debentures will sell at 4 per cent, or less, if the bv- 
laws are approved, and contractors’ tenders will lie foT 
specified amounts, with'no cost-phi? contracts. There 
is so much to be spent, and that is all that will be spent. 
Indications are that despite a certain increase in the 
price of materials within the past year, the money will 
lie sufficient, without any modification of the plans. 

Tt now remains for the ratepayers to voice their 
approval of the project by voting for the bylaws with a 
two-thirds or better majority. 

There are some people in every community who 
are opposed to progress; who prefer to remain in the 
same rut vear after year; who contribute nothing to¬ 
wards making the town in which they live a bettei 
town. Fortunately, they are usually few in number. In 
the Nanton waterworks vote there were only 27 bal¬ 
lots cast against the bylaw, with 177 favoring it. vul- 
can and Nanton are comparable in size and financial 
position and this may be an indication of the way the 
Vulcan vote will go. > 

We lielieve that most ratepayers, understanding 
that the ultimate benefit to themselves and to the town 
will be m eat, lpive definitely decided to vote for the by¬ 
laws. There are the few obstructionists who will vote 
against the bylaws. And there are a' few who are un¬ 
decided, for one of the following reasons: 

1. Home Now Served hv Individual System. 

Most owners of this tvne of home in Vulcan are in 
favor of the project. Their costlv electric pumping 
system and unpleasant septic tanks or cesspools are 
a continual expense. Cesspools must l>e pumped om 
and evpn those with “bottomless” cesspools never know 
when they may cave in,'or even have to be closed lie- 
cause of their proximity to wells. Owners of these 
system will have the smallest fiutlay for connecting un 
with the proposed town system, for their piping and 
fixtures are nrettv well already installed and all that is 
necessary are the lead-in pipes. 

2. Good Well on Property 

The water still has to lie pumped and carried. The 
convenience of running water in the kitchen alone, 
installed at small cost, and the added protection of .fire 
hvdrants. should deride these votes. 

3. Use Neighbor’s Well 

Who likes spending half-an-hour each day carrying 
water? Figure out the cost of the installation and 
fixtures over a period of years, add the time saved hv 
having running water, and the convenience. The vote 
will lie "For.” 

4. Property Will Not Be Served 

As the town expands, the water and sewer system 
will expand with it. In the meantime the property will 
lie assured of better fire protection and lower insur¬ 
ance rates. 

Taxes Too High 

Although taxes were raised last vpar, thev am 
still lower than in manv other towns of comparable 
size, and with water and sewer in operation ratepayers 
will have something to show for their money. 

Vulcan ratepayers, bv voting for the bylaws, can 
do their part in making Vulcan a bigger and better 
town and assuring themselves and their neighbors a 
better standard of living.

New 13 Bed Addition Planned 
For Vulcan Municipal Hospital 


New 13 Bed Wing Would' 

Relieve Overcrowding and 

Give Needed Facilities; 

itaiepaytrs to> Voto on tame 

Information regarding the pro¬ 
posed addition to the Vulcan Mu¬ 
nicipal Hospital was given to in¬ 
terested ratepayers at a meeting 
held in the Oddfellows Hall Sat¬ 
urday afternoon last and the pro¬ 
posed building scheme met with 
general approval. 

At the present time the hos¬ 
pital has 19 beds in large wards, 
although its rated capacity is 15- 
beds. This over crowding has been 
necessary the past few years and 
the need for more space and bet-' 
ter facilities has become impera¬ 
tive. It is proposed to build a 
new wing onto the present hospi¬ 
tal building. The new addition 
would provide 13 additional beds 
in one and two-bed wards, almost 
doubling the present capacity. A 
great need at the present time is 
a proper room to house new X-ray 
equipment and this would be pro¬ 
vided in the new wing, as well as 
administration offices and a wail¬ 
ing room. Provision would bo mode 
for a separate maternity wing 
and extra facilities for isolation 
cases would be provided. 

Architect's plans have been 
drawn up and approved by the 
hospital board and the cost of the 
new wing is estimated ^between 
$.">0,01)0 and $75,000, to Ik* financed 
mainly by a debenture issue of 
$60,000 and partly l>y the hospi¬ 
tal’s cash reserve of some $15,000. 
Under present building conditions 
the cost is expected.to be near the 
$75,000 mark. 

No Tax Increase 

In 1946 the hospital district 
paid off the last of its debenture 
debt incurred 20 years ago for the 
building of the present hospital 
and is now in very healthy finan¬ 
cial condition. The District has 
$5,149 in cash and $9,850 in l>onds. 
Patients' accounts receivable are 
$.317 and government grant re¬ 
ceivable is $705. Prepaid expenses 
arc $1,833 and fixed assets are 
$11,652. There are no outstand¬ 
ing liabilities aside from current 
trade accounts. Total assets are 
$29,527. 

Since the hospital was built de¬ 
benture payments have amounted 
to about $4,000 a year. $60,000 in 
debentures, sold on the present 
favorable bond market, could be 
amortized over** a period of 20 
years at about the same yearly 
figure. This means that t here 
would be no increase' in the pres¬ 
ent hospital tax rate. Operating 
profit last year was $3,451, and 
increased revenues from the en¬ 
larged hospital would take care 
of increased operating expense 
due to the necessary larger staff, 
etc. Debenture payments in the 
past have amounted to less than 
one-seventh of operational ex¬ 
penses. 

The hospital district ratepayers 
will be asked to approve the $60.- 
000 debenture issue by vote on 
April 9. 

Health Scheme 

The projected new Dominion- 
Provindial Health (Scheme is a 
further factor in the decision to 


enlarge and improve hospital fa¬ 
cilities in Vulcan. ' 

There is some lack of definite 
information regarding this 

scheme, which has been passed by 
the legislature but not yet pro¬ 
claimed. Under the Act, a number 
of (Health Districts will be set up 
throughout the province, with the 
natural centre of each district be¬ 
ing a town with good hospital fa¬ 
cilities. .1. E. Oarsland, chairman 
of the Vulcan hospital board, has 
been in touch with provincial gov¬ 
ernment officials on this matter, 
and has received assurance- that 
Vulcan, with the proposed hospital 
addition giving increased facili¬ 
ties, would be the centre of such 
a health district. 

Under the Health District 
scheme 00 per cent of the cost of 
operation of the hospital would 
be borne by the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment. 25 per cent by the Provin¬ 
cial Government, and 15 per cent 
locally, through hospital revenue 
or taxes. This would greatly ease 
the cost to local ratepayers and 
compares very favorably with the 
present government grants of 45 
cents per patient-day and $3.10 
per patient-day up to 12 days for 
maternity cases, plus 45 cents per 
patient-day each for mother and 

chilli. 

Building the, addition to the 
hospital as soon as conditions per¬ 
mit would not only give the extra 
facilities that are so badly needed 
now and ensure better care and 
service for residents of the dis¬ 
trict, but would practically ensure 
Vulcan being the centre <vf one of 
the new Health Districts when 
these are set up. 

Ratepayers present at the meet¬ 
ing were unanimously in favor of 
the protected hospital addition. E. 

G. McPherson was chairman of 
the meeting and I). A. McAfee 
secretary.

The most important of all our 
natural resources in Canada is the 
soil. The farmer is the steward, or 
trustee of this national asset. As 
the years go by he will be held 
more strictly, to account for what 
he does with it. ,' , 

Today.there are hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of acres of land throughout 
the world now unfit for crop pro¬ 
duction because, it.has been render¬ 
ed useless by misuse and neglect. 

Even in North America, in less 
than 360 years, th< wastage of soil 
(through ignorance, carelessness 
and bad farming has been enor¬ 
mous. In Canada, we have scarce¬ 
ly begun to calculate the losses to 
date, although in eastern Canada 
soil conservation has become an 
important factor, ai d even in »«;- 
err. Canada, new as it is, we have 
had many examples cf land aban¬ 
doned which was once fruitful, and 
large amounts of other land on 
which yields have gradually de¬ 
creased over the years. 

It is estimated that about 500,- 
C00 acres of U.S. soils “go down 
to ruin each year,’’ and this is the 
reason that the United States gov¬ 
ernment is spending annually an 
amount of money on soil conserva¬ 
tion equal to about one-third of the 
total Canadian cash farm income in 
the best wartime year. 

If six million American farmers 
combine to ruin 500,000 acres per 
year, it means that each one on the 
average is responsible for the loss 
of one-twelfth of an acre.

The Lethbridge Herald says: 

“Besides claiming that sheer 
necessity demands they have more 
land and that they would acquire 
this “without interfering with sol¬ 
dier settlements," Hutterite lead¬ 
ers maintain that ‘the right of citi¬ 
zens and residents to buy land is 
a very fundamental right in a de¬ 
mocracy. To deprive a minority of 
the right to purchase land is to 
mock justice and make a farce of 
democracy.’ 

“Explaining that other conscien¬ 
tious objectors are permitted to 
purchase and lease land, Hutterite 
leaders regard the prohibition 
against them as a form of ‘relig¬ 
ious persecution’ because of their 
unconventional way of living. 

“Much of the agitation against 
Hutterites stems from their living 
in colonies, which are regarded as 
spots of isolation in society by 
many, and from their pacifism.” 

It is pointed out that alarm at 
the expansion of Hutterites in Al¬ 
berta since their arrival in 1918, 
large numbers of South Albertans 
have been demanding that the ban 
on further land purchase be ex¬ 
tended beyond May, 1947 the 
scheduled date of expiration. Some 
of the protesting groups would 
extend the ban indefinitely, others 
ask ten years. 

But the Hutterites claim that 
they cannot live without expan¬ 
sion. That would result in the 
young people being idle, and they 
claim to be the smallest farmers 
in Alberta. 

The Lethbridge Herald states 
that the 33 Hutterite coloniep in 
the province have 167,000 acres of 
land or 41 acres of cultivated and 
pasture land for each of the 4087 
Hutterites in the province. There 
are another 2000 Hutterites alto¬ 
gether, distributed in Manitoba, 

Dakota, Montana, England and 
Paraguay.. 

The Hutterites state that they 
do not want as much land as their 
neighbors because they do not live 
in the same luxury, but they must 
have more for their children, ana 
they have the money to invest.

Leaders say they do not 
want their boys to become office 
workers. It is the claim of Hutter¬ 
ite leader that at this time every 
colony is free of debt, and that to 
gether the colonies loaned several 
hundreds of thousands of interefl- 
free dollars to the government dur¬ 
ing the war. 

“Leaders declare that they insist 
that no Hutterite become a charge 
on the government, and they care 
for their own unemployed, their 
aged and their widows. They re¬ 
fuse to register for children’s al¬ 
lowance. 

“More than 300 Alberta Hutter¬ 
ites went to alternative service 
camps during the war as conscien¬ 
tious objectors. But those wh6 op-' 
pose sale of more land to Hutter¬ 
ites say that during the war lead¬ 
ers resented their young men bein* 
sent to work camps, claiming they 
couldn’t be spared from work on 
the colonies.

There is no valid reason for ex¬ 
tending government assistance 
other than the transportation sub 
ventions available to existing op¬ 
erators to new coal developments 
in the Highwood area of Alberta.

Two com¬ 
panies have been sponsoring pros¬ 
pective mining operations in this 
area, Ford Highwood Collieries 
Ltd., on land known as the Ford 
property and Allied Industrials 
Limited on land known as the 
Burns’ property. 

In connection with the first of 
these, a railway charter was ob¬ 
tained from Alberta and it was 
proposed to finance both railway 
construction and the development 
of a mine by capital subscribed by 
the public. It was understood the 
issue would be sponsored by R. O. 

Sweezey of Montreal in association 
with a group of eastern Canadians.

There are five main principle* 

(1) Interchange of selected indi¬ 
viduals to increase mutual famil¬ 
iarity with each country’s defence 
establishment; (2) General - co-op¬ 
eration and exchange of observers 
in exercises and test of material 
oi common interest; ■ (3) Encour¬ 
agement of common standards ana 
designs in arms, equipment, meth¬ 
ods of training and new develop¬ 
ments. Application will be grad¬ 
ual; (4) Mutual availability, of 
military, naval and air facilities. 
Each county jwill continue to pro¬ 
vide with minimum of formality 
for transit of military aircraft and 
public vessels through its territoiv 
and territorial waters; (5) All co¬ 
operative arrangements will be 
without impairment of the control 
of either country over all activities 
in its territory. 

No treaty has been entered into, 
each country will determine the 
extent of practical collaboration, 
and' it’maf' be discontinued at any 
time. 

Obligations under United Na¬ 
tions charter can be fulfilled more 
effectively under this arrangement 
and a copy has been forwarded to 
the United Nations. 

Co-operation in defence has be¬ 
come increasingly effective. At 
Kingston in 1938, President Roose¬ 
velt said "The people of United 
States will not stand idly by if 
domination of Canadian soil is 
threatened.” Two days later Prime 
Minister King said “Enemy forces 
should not be able to pursue their 
way to United States across Cana¬ 
dian territory." _ 

In August 1940, the permanent 
joint defence board was created. 

Much progress has still to be 
made before a system of interna¬ 
tional security becomes effective. 
Each country must consider what 
steps must be taken in the mean¬ 
time to defend itself against ag- 
fence plan is intended to strength¬ 
en the United Nations. The princi¬ 
ples parallel the procedure which 
has long been applicable within the 
llritfsh Commonwealth. The ar¬ 
rangements between Canada and 
United States do not interfere with 
Commonwealth connections. 

Prime Minister King “I deny 
emphatically the rumor that U.S. 
government has asked for bases ir 
the north. There has been fantas¬ 
tic talk of a northern Maginot line. 
What we are trying to do is view 


the situation soberly and realisti¬ 
cally.' It is apparent that new 
geographic factors enter defence 
The polar regions are the shortest 
routes between North America and 
the principal centres of world pop- 
dation, so We must take northern 
defence into consideration as well 
as east and west. We must know, 
more about northern topography 
and weather, improve better facili¬ 
ties for flying and communication. 
We must expand knowledge of the 
north, the conditions of living and 
development of resources. 

“This is primarily a civilian pro¬ 
gram with contributions from arm 
ed services. Since United States al¬ 
so recognizes the need for greater 
familiarity with the north we have 
arranged with its government for 
participation. Other projects may 
be undertaken on joint basis to ex¬ 
tend maximum of effectiveness.

One of the serious aggravations 

for many ranchers during the cold 
weather has been coyotes. During 
the 30 below and 40 below weathe. 
they were seen travelling in packs 
of from twelve to twenty, a men- 
rce to livestock. One day a pack 
of large size was seen hazing some 
r,f the E. C. Gamer stock. They 
knocked down two cows before 
they were driven off. 

During the cold spell they grew 
?o bold that they openly haunted 
ranch buildings. They got into the 
lamb corral at James Hughes’ 
ranch and killed a lamb, not "0 
vapiLs from the house. The other 
morning three coyotes jumped out 
of a corral not 2ft yards from the 
ranch home. 

As the weather grows milder 
they become more wary, and are 
not s en so frequently nor in such 
packs, but it is a common sight to 
ser half-a-dozen together slinking 
round the hills looking for prey. 

A young calf would have small 
chance against a pack. 

It has been most unfortuoati 
that ranchers have been unahl: to 
get the shells they need to save 
their stock from attack. Appar¬ 
ently there is a great shell slmr*- 
age, even for the necessary defence 
of 1*81116 herds. L 

It is general opinion that coyotes 
are on the increase in the hills. Th«, 
time of their big kill is in thp 
spring when the calf crop is in full 
swing. Unless ammunition is made 
more available before calving time, 
extra vigilance will be required to

No Raise in Bread and' Flour; 
Gov't Absorbs Subsidy to Bread 
Consumer Formerly Carried by 
Farmers. Move Long Advocated 


The term "Reverend" appears only once in the scriptures, ond 
in that place it refers to God. Ps. 1 I 1:9 says: "He sent redemption 
unto His people: He hath commanded His covenant forever: Holy and 
REVEREND is HIS name." It does not appear again anywhere in the 
Bible, neither fn a translation of it nor in the original Hebrew and 
and Greek tongues. 

Notice what Jesus said about religious titles which are applied 
to men in Matt. 23:8-10: "Be not ye called RABBI: for, one is your 
teacher, and all ye are brethren.

Peter, Paul, and on angel in The Revelation refused to be 
thought more highly of than the common mon, and they rejected 
and forbade such esteem. When the household of Cornelius bowed 
at the feet of Peter he said unto them, "Stand up; I myself also am 
a mon", as recorded in Acts 10:26. When Paul healed a lame mon, 
the people at Lystro thought him to be some great one ond they 
called him and Bornabus after their favorite gods, but Poul said, 
"Sirs, why do ye these things? We also are men of like passions 
with you." Even the angel before whom John bowed in Rev. 19:10 
said: "See thou do it not: I om a fellow-servant with thee and with 
thy brethren that hold the testimony of Jesus." 

Jesus soid of men who are called such names: "All their works 
they do to be seen of men: for. they moke broad their phylacteries, 
ond enlarge the borders of th^fr garments, ond love the chief place 
ot feasts, ond the chief seats in the synagogues, and the salutations 
in the market places, and to be called of men, Rabbi. And whoso¬ 
ever sholl exalt himself shall be humbled." 

The incident of Herod is recorded m Acts 12:21-23; the people 
offered him esteem os ot god, and because he took the glory and 
gave it not to God he wos eoten with Worms until he died. It wos 
an act of God that caused his death. These foregoing names should 
never be called upon ony mon because they are to be used in refer¬ 
ence to Divine things, so please do not embarrass us any longer by 
calling us Rabbi, Father, Master, Reverend, and other names of like 
character.

On Monday the government an¬ 
nounced a 30 ct. a bushel increase 
in wheat sold for domestic con¬ 
sumption, but the ceiling price on 
flour, mill feeds, bread and such 
wheat products will be maintained. 
Retail prices of bread will remain 
unchanged. 

Price of wheat for domestic use 
increases at once from $1.25 to $1.65 
a bushel, plus carrying charge. 
This has long been urged. The far¬ 
mer through participation certifi¬ 
cates will get an extra 30 cts. for 
wheat sold for domestic use. 

__ The extra 30 cts. is paid out of 

16 at the Calgary General Hospital public treasury in order to keep 

bread priees down. The subsidy to 
millers will be paid so they can 
get wheat at a fixed price of 77 1/b 
cts. 

The Canadian Wheat Board is 
setting open quotas on deliveries 
of oats and barley for the rest of 
the crop year. Farmers may now 
deliver all the oats and barley 
they wish. 

There is general satisfaction in 
the increase in domestic wheat 
price. It had been consistently 
mainta ned by farm bodies that 
farmers should never have been 
asked to subsidize the bread con¬ 
sumer as they have been doing. 
This has amounted to at least 30 
cts. a bushel. The new domestic 
price is not a subsidy to wheat 
growers. It means that the farmer 
is now merely getting for domestic 
wheat the minimum price for 
which it is being sold abroad.

FORAGE CROPS 

There" is still a great deal of 
room in the use of forage crop in 
farm rotations says Mr. J. E. 
Brodsall, supervisor of crop im¬ 
provement. Soil erosion and weeds 
still take their toll while farmers 
cling to an unbalanced type of 
farming. < 

The role of the provincial de¬ 
partment of agriculture in forage 
crop encouragement is that of re¬ 
serving seed stocks within the 
province and providing facilities 
for their distribution.
